“After all these years of pro- 
tecting the tapes, it was really a 
traumatic moment to actually 
begin cutting them,” siiys Sharon 
Fawcett, deputy assistant 
archivist for presidential 
libraries. 

It’s delicate, tedious work that 
will cost 5600,000 and take at 
least six years. 

“This tape has the consistency 
of thick Saran Wrap,” s;iys Dick 
McNeill, supervisory audio visual 
specialist for the Nixon presiden- 
tial matcrial.s project. “Your 
audio cassette is twice the thick- 
ness of what we’re dealing with.” 
McNeill and three white- 
gloved technicians work in a 
secure, windowless room on the 
ground floor of the archives. 
They listen, cut and splice for 
three or four hours at a time — 
that’s about as long as anyone 
can keep at it. Some days, they 
hear a Nixon tirade or National 
Security Adviser Henry 
Kissinger's low-toned drones on 
foreign policy. Other days, they 
get an earful of someone vacu- 
uming the Oval Office. 

There are no transcript.s, only 
conversation logs cued with ilie 
first and lust word.s of talk to e^t , 
out. A stopwatch and calculator 
ore used to fust forward the lapc - 
on rccl-to-rccl rucordur.s like 
those used in the Nixon White 
House in the early 1970s. 

The tape uxpurt.s mark the 
beginning and end of uadi edit 
with a special archival pun. Then 
they slide the tape off :i)ie 
madiinc, thread it imo'a splicing 
block and cut it with a'razor 
blade. , 

“You have to hold it firmly and 
make a really fast, firm cut," M.s. 
Fawcett says.

The "R" helped a Cassia County legisla- 
tive hopeful then a.s it does now. 

Newcomb’s brief courtship with the left 
of center ended for good after a .stiate con- 
'vention in north Idaho. The party no 
longer had a place for farmers, he 
thought. And he explained that-to his 
father when lie got back. 

“1 don't know where your Democratic 
• Party is,” he remembered saydng. "It must 
have died and gone to heaven." 
Newcomb’s time on the other side 
: failed to turn Cassia County Republicans 
against him. When Rep. Yard Chatbum - 
then the dean of the House with around 
.10 years in the Statehoiise - decided to 
retire, he and others decided Newcomb 
' would l)e the one to replace him. 

"I told him I’d have to think alxmt it," 
hestiid. 

Hut as he watdted his graduating son’s 
last basketball game. Newcomb felt a "big 
old hole" in his stomach. So he said he’d 
give it a shot. 

Soon after, when Chatlnini announced 
his retirement on the Staiehou.se steps, he 
informed the assembled press corps that 
Newcomb would be in Boise next year. 

'T guess he forgot the electorate had to 
vole me in," Newcomb joked. 

Of course, the electonite did. 

“He was a shoo-jn," Turner said. 

In Boise, Newcomb rented an apart- 
ment witli his brother Russell, who 
throiigli the influence of genetics, luck 
and coincidence, had decided to run- to 
represent Twin Falls. Bruce Newcomb 
l>ecame one of the Legislature's foremost 
experts on water; his surgeon brother 
focused on health and welfare. 

Their divergent fields of expertise 
meshed well. But the farmer’s schedule 
didn’t always coincide with the physi- 
cian's - Rassell Newcomb s.aid he wasn't 
always up to discusising Idaho issues at 5 
a.m.

FILER - An interest in water issues and 
politics isn’t all Bruce Newcomb’s father 
left him. 

Wliat Newcomb jokingly described os a 
hereditary memory lapse recently cost 
Newcomb S70, when he was pulled over in 
Filer and charged for not transferring his 
plates to his new truck. 

“I traded my Ford Explorer on a Dodge 
pickup,” he explained. “When I did that, I 
went in and got my insurance changed, 
but I failed to have my license plates 


changed over." 

Newcomb was charged with “fictitious 
display of plates," according to the Filer 
police report dated Oci. 27. The charge 
was included last week on the Filer “For 
the record" in The Ttmes^oes. 

“My father was lucky if he even had 
license plates," Newcomb said. 

Just $5 to switch the plates would have 
saved Newcomb the extra co-sh - but prol^ 
ably not the $50 speeding fine he got at 
the same time. 

“I’m getting more and more like my 
father every day,” be said. 


joined by a couple of other rookie legisla- 
tors from the area, Ron Black and Celia 
Gould. The four got pretty close, Russell 
Newcomb said, but soon two of them got 
mudt closer. 

Bruce Newcomb jokingly explained it 
all started when the two cocli would go 
alone to meeting* in Boise.

Newcomb was diagnosed with non-

tor it and remove (he tumors, but it will 
always be there. The disease is beatable, 
though, and Newcomb made it clear to 
everyone from the start that he planned 
to lick it. 


That was most important at home, 
Gould said. J.D., not yet 10 at the time, 
had a grandfather dying of prostate can- 
cer. Newcomb quickly made it dear that 
there were different kinds of cancer. And 
that this particular kind would lose. « 

In Boise that winter, thou^, Newcomb 
had to slow down. The chemotherapy was 
making his hair fall out. and he was afraid 
of making other legislators uncomfort- 
able. He even thought about wearing a 
wig. Gould said. 

“He pul it on and it was just a disaster," 
she said. 

It looked, she remembered, laughing, 
“like a mop on his head." 

But he needn’t have worried. 

In a show of solidarity, respect and 
friendship, Simpson and the rest of the 
House leadership team dragged Newcomb 
to a Boise salon one February morrung 

To laughter, applause and tears, the 
four men appeared bald in the House 
chamber. Soon scnaiora, more representa- 
tives and even a few lobbyists joined the 
gesture. 

“That was a pretty touching moment," 
Gould recalled. “It helped me work 
through it."

Stevenson is starting hi.* 
second term, and the potato and beet 
grower has looked to Newcomb for leader- 
ship. 

“The thing I've found about Bruce is 
that he’s always found time to talk to 
you," he said. 

If he’s named speaker, Newcomb’s 
demeanor will mean a change from 
Simpson’s tenure. 

“Bruce is a little more mellow," 
Simpson said. “He’ll put liis own flavor in 
the House." 

Newcomb often had a calming effect on 
the hery Simpson. 

“I've heard people say," Russell 
Newcomb said, “it was Bruce’s job to keep 
the gas out of Mike Simpson’s ^ain saw.” 

That’s true, but only when Simpson 
himself went out on a limb, the outgoing 
speaker conceded. 

Simpson said one of Bruce Newcomb’.* 
strengths will help him in the job - 
although the same personality trait is a lit- 
tle “disturbing," he added, laughing 

“He can’t keep a swet to save his life; 
he just can’t,” Simpson said. "He’s so- 
dang honest." 

By the end of this week, the Republican 
majority will have named its new speaker. 
Although Newcomb has said he is "cau- 
tiously optimistic," his supporters at home 
have a little more confidence. 

“Bruce will be the next speaker of the 
•House," Darrington said. 

Of course, Darrington doesn't get to 
vote. 

But then again, it seems, everyone likes 
Bruce Newcomb.

More than 100 countries have stopped 
using capital punishment, including all 
of Western Europe, In America, more 
than 3,500 pboplb line death row's, 
awaiting execution by lethal injection,

'electric cliatr. Since the Supreme Court 
ruled in 1976 that capital punishment 
- was constitutional, 490 people have 
been executed — more than threexjuar- 
ters of them since 1990. 

Opposition to the death penalty is not 
widely popular, according to polls, which 
indicate at least 70 percent of Americans 
favor tite death penalty.

“It's a tool to prevent those 
kinds of slides,” Shaub said of her 
wbrlc 

She is studying 16 landslides in 
a small section of the Boise 
National Forest near LoWmon 
where fire swept through ravines 
and mountains in 1989. The area 
was pitted with landslides in 
January 1997 when high tempera- 
turcs and rain quickly thawed the 

snow cover. 

She is looking arfour factors 
that contribute to slides in bum 
areas: slope of the terrain; direc- 
-tion^e-mountoin facesjtroe of 
terrain; and elevadbrC ' ■ 

Shaub has looked at slides rang- 
ing from 10 feet to 1^ feet vdde. 
She's followed their mud trails as 
much as 1,000 feet downhill to the 
South Fork of the Payette River. 

“There is so much to look at, 
she said. 


By comparing the slides with 
similar land masses in unbumed 
areas, Shaub hopes to help identi- 
fy areas of Unstable ground after a 
fire. 

Early findings already are 
pointing to some common chorac- 
terisdes about slides. She hasn’t 
found any above 4,500 feet yet. 

“It seems to be a threshold,” 
Shaub said. 

Perhaps the temperature at 
that height stays low enough to 
prevent drenching rain that 
loosens soil, she added.

don't happen just on one side of a 
mountain. Souths exposure of o 
mountain sometimes is biom^ for 
contributing to slides because 
they get the most sun. But she has 
found slides in all dirccdons. 

The Idaho Bureau of Disaster 
Services is inceresicd In any find- 
ings that tvill help point out areas 
prone to landslides. 

”lf we'know they are going to 
^happen, we can do some what-if 
scenarios,” said Stephen 
Weiser, the bureau's deputy 
director in charge of disaster 
prevention.

“I'm working with agencies I 
know are in need of this kind of 
research," she said.

SIACUALAYA, Homluras (AP) - 
— After Hurricane Miidi's flood 
-ivatcrs washed away ihetr crops 
and tools,- residents of the Isolat- 
— ed jungle village of Siacualaya 
could do little more than wait for 
help to arrive. 

■Htcy waited for the food that 
would allow them to feed their 
• children, the seeds that would let 
them become self-sufficient again 
and the tools to rebuild the 
thatched-roof huts destroyed in 
the storm. 

Four weeks later, they arc stiL 
waiting. Despite massive interna- 
tional aid for hurricane victims, 
little has trickled down to the 
Miskito Indians who live in 
Siacualaya (pronounced shak- 
wah-LlE-uh) and other tiny, 
remote villages along the Cruta- 
River deep in the northeastern 
Honduran jungle. 

The only assistance the village 
has received came Thursday, 
when a public health worker, 
Carol Enrique Figueroa Peri, 
gave villagers chlorine and 
tau^t them how to u.% it to puri- 
fy river water. — 

“All the food is in the cities. 
Here, nothing. And here the |>eo- 
pie are suffering most," Figueroa 
said. 

Officials in the provincial capi- 
tal, Puerto Lempira, said vil- 
lagers will soon receive their first 
food shipment. They said aid has 
been dol. ived hv n Inrk nf <np.

Quebec separatists 
hope for win Moniday 




MONTREAL (AP) — With the 
rest of Canada watching warily, 
Quebec voters will make a 
momentous choice Monday 
between an incumbent provincial 
leader who favors independence 
and on underdog challenger seek- 
ing to end the threat of secession. 

If Premier Lucien Bouchard's 
Parti Qucbccois wins the election, 
he has pledged to liold a vote on 
leaving Canada whenever he 
thinks that the separatists can 
win. Some militants in his parry 
already have an unofficial mdttoi 
■ '‘A country for ilie year 2000." 

Bouchard, tliou^ demonized in 
much of English-speaking 
Canada, is immensely popular in 
mostly Frcncli-speaking Quc^c. 
Hie man with the diffle^t task of 
unseating him is Jean Cliarcst, 
who left federal politics in Mardi 
to become leader of the Quebec 
Liberal Party. 

Charest, one of the few 
Canadian politicians who can 
match Bouchard’s charisma, 
jumped ahead in early opinion 
polls and was hailed in other 
provinces as the potential savior 
of Canadian unity. 

But Charest's lead evaporated, 
and poll after poll in recent days 
suggest the Parti Qucbecois is 
poised to maintain a comfortable 
majority in the 12S-seat legisla- 
ture. In die last election in 1994, 
the popular vote was split almost 
evenly, but die separadsts won 77 
seats because their support is 


spread more evenly across the 
province. 

Bouchard has cried to calm anxi- 
ety in English-speaking Canada 
about the consequences of a Parti 
Qucbccois viaory. 

“I’m not the Great Satan," he 
said Friday. 'T like Canada... But 
it happens in Quebec that some 
people like me think we Vi-ould be 
mudi better off if wc could man- 
age our own things." 

Quebec’s first referendum on 
secession was in 1960, and the 
separadsts were crushed by a 60- 
40 margin Three years ago, they 
tried again, and ratded the nadon 
by receiving 49.4 percent of the 
votes. 

The separatists’ near-victory 
was due in large port to ^uchord. 

' He had lost his leg and ncoriy 
died from a flcsh-cadng disease in 
late 1994 yet recovered to spear- 
head a scpanidst surge in die ref- 
erendum campaign. 

Bouchard wants no more 
defeats. He says his govemmem 
work to create “winning con- 
ditions’' for the next referendum 
by completing a drive to erase 
Quebec's budget defldt and build 
confidence in die economy. 

By refusing to commit to hold- 
ing a referendum at all costs, 
Bouchard has managed to opped 
to many middlc-of-thc road 
Quebeckers who like the Pani 
Qucbccois as a feisty provincial 
government but do not want to 
secede from Canada.'

Milwaukee provides vouchers worth 
up to SS,000 for 15,000 of the powest 
among the diy's 100,000 studwis, who 
may 'use them at 122 private schools, 89 
of whidi are religious.

Board terminates 
contract for Lost- 
Rivers Hospital 

ARCO (AP) — The company 
running Lest Rivers Hospital has 
been fired by die board of direc- 
tors charged wiili overseeing the 
company’s management of the 
hospital. 

Friday’s vote .to fire Med 
Management follows a public 
meeting Tuesday in which rcsir 
dents of a hospital district said 
they were dis.satisficd with how 
it was managed. 

They voiced concerrus over how 
the hospital’s personnel were 
treated and what they said was a 
slow billingprocess. 

“It was the mandate of the 
people in the Lost Rivers 
Hospital District,’’ Roljcn Diers, 
the chairman of the hospital 
board, said Friday. 

Diers said the vote was 3-2 to 
terminate the contract. As chair- 
man, he did not vote. The hospi- 
tal’s as.si.scant administrator, who 
is not employed by Med 
Management, will take over man- 
- agcmcnc until a new company is 
hired, Diers said. 

Med Managementfs. termina- 
tion is effective immediately, he 
said. 

The hospital, which has three 
doctors and a physicians assis- 
tant, is funded by taxpayers 
who live in a hospital district 
stretching from Howe to 
Mackey. 

Med Management of Shelby, 
Mont., has run the hospital since 
1996.

In September 1993, Dutcher 
allegedly ordered tlie euthaniza- 
lion of a healthy captive female 
world named Aipuyi, despite 
protests by the wolf center tward.

Business leaders press Britain 
to join European currency plan 

LONDON — The British government is 
under gmtring pressure from business to get off 
the fence and commit the country to early par- 
•Icipation in the Eiuropean single currency, 
tvtiidi will come iiiio being in just six weeks. 

Eleven Eunipcan natioas will inaugurate the 
euro, us the iietv currency will be imown, on 
Jan. I. Britain is the largest country that lias 
opted to keep ii.s own currency for the time 
being, but Prime Minister Tony Blair has 
pmmlscd a referendum sliortJy after the next 
election, expected in 2001 or 2002, on whether 
Britain sliould Join. 

Business drdu are impatient over the gov- 
emmem’s refusal to make a firm commitmcni 
to the euro, ,xs iros reflected Monday in a state- 
rnent by 114 .senior executives warning of ilie 
risks of delay, 

“A decision to ramain outside the single cur- 
rency indefinitely . . . would pose a .serious 
ilux-at to our future prosperity and to our itidu- 
ence in the world,” the business leaders said. 
“Britisli business would be burdened with hitl- 
er interest rates ,md a more exposed currency 
ihanit-scompetitois." 

llie statement also said Britain would have 
little influence over Euro|>ean monetary policy 
and ilmi iv-ould have a decisive effect on domes- 
tic market conditions. "The best policy for 
Britain is one based on the os.sumption that we 
will Join,'’ it said. 

2 major airlines lay groundwork 
for powerful worldwide alliance 

Two E»ux)|)ean airlines are laying the ground- 
ivork for another worldwide alliance that will 
comi>eie with United Airlines’ powerful Star 
/Uliance. 

KLM Royal Dutch Airlines and Italy’s 
Alitalia Airlines, the flag carriers for their 
respective countries, have signed a 10-ycar 
alliance that result in the two mcr^ng their 
passenger and cargo operations in separate 
ventures. Revenues and costs will be split 
under a still to-bc'-dctermined formula. 

Tile linkup, announced Friday, sets the stage 
for Minneapolis-based Nonhwest Airlines and 
KLM, whose ISycor-old alliance h^ lost mar- 
ket sliarc to United and American Airlines, to 
next year luiveil a global olliancc'dcsi^cd to 
challenge the Star Alliance and American’s 
rcccntly-onnounced Oneworld alliance:

And in other cases, merger 
mania refletfts the fact that global ' 
business requires a worldwide 
reiich, so a large number of merg- 
ers are cross-tiational these ilays. 

Here are some examples of

In other worils, when oil was in 
its heyday, the be.st use of capit:il 
was exploration and marketing.

Just how much docs a i>crsah need to 
save for retirement? 

That depends on a lot of factors

stops working. 

Some financial experts say retirees' 
yearly income siiotild be 60 percent to 80 
percent of their annual etimings now. 

The ubiquitous figure of $1 million 
also has been tossed aniund a lot by the 
financial planning industry as an esii- 
‘ mate. 

"For people retiring today, SI million 
will get them there,” said Elizabeth 


Allen, a certified financial planner and 
president of the .Michigan SiK'iety of the 
Institute of Certified Financial I’lanners. 
“But $1 million 20 years from now at 4 
jtercent inflation is going to he alxmi S2.2 
million."

Alleti recommends developing a good 
retiretnetit plan no later ilian age 40, 


bonds? Well, if the price of gold - 
is down from a year ago (which it 
was last week by a few bucks), 
then, according to O'Higgins, it's 
an indication (hat yields will be 
falling, so you .should buy long- 
term zero-coupon Treasury 
bonds.

O’Higgins does point out that 
his new Dogs n-Bonds system, as 
described in his new book, 
“Beating iJie Doiv With Bond.s,” 
returned atj annual average of 
23.8 percent from the end of 
1968 through September 1998 
while the Dogs alone returned 
just 18.0 percent. 

Well, yes, but, through back- 
testing, you can find loads of sys- 
tems that beat the Dow (and die 
Dogs). 

For example, 1 coultUtropose-a — 
— ‘TfysiennlruT''cans for buying 
every 50th stock listed alphabeti- 
cally in Thu Washington Post’s 
tables (50th. 100th. ISOth, etc,). I 
could test it back 20 years and 
find that, alas, it returns only IS 


beginning with the Slst stock 
(51st, 102nd, lS3rd, etc,), That 
one might score historical 
returns ofl9 percent..,. 

With infinite stock-picking for- 
mulas, several will look great 
when backtested. But they arc 
useless in real life without a sen- 
sible underlying principle. 

For the Dog.s of the Dow, that 
principle is value. A stock with a 
high dividend yield is often a 
stock whose price if out of whack 
with earnings — since yield 
equals dividend payout (a proxy 
for earnings) divided by price. 
Remember from fourth grade 
that if you reduce the denomina- 
tor, you boost the quotient. 

But merely buying stocks ivith 
big dividends is a ticket to fail- 
ure. O’Shauglincssy found in his 
earlier research chat a portfolio 
of the highest-yielding stocks, 
tested back to 1952, produced 
lower returns with more risk 
than the market as a whole. A 
— liigh-yield-CBn-tndicafe-that-3 — 
company is headed for a skipped- 
dividend — or for bankrupt^. 

The reason the Dogs system 
works is that it is applied lo the 
30 Dow stocks, all of which arc 
solid dtizens. They can fall out of 
favor with Mr. Market, but they 
usually have the balance sheets 
and management talent to sur- 
vive and pro.sper. 

So picking the 10 stocks with . 
the highest yields is a classic 
value, or hurgain-huniing, strate- 
gy. But it's difficult to pul into 
practice; thus, the search for nciv 
imnkles. 

The first was the Dow Five: 

Find the 10 Dow stocks with the 
higiiest yields. Buy the five with 
(he lowest prices. Repeat each 
year. Next, the Gardners edme 
up with the Foolish Four: Drop 
the lowest-priced stock in the 
Dow Five (on the theory that it us 
in serious trouble), doubleup on 
the sccond-lowcst-priccd and buy 
the third, fourth and fifth stocks. 

Nosv, they have revised it, to 
reduce risk. In the new variation, 
you still buy four stocks, but dou- 
ble-up on none. You drop num- 
ber-one only if it is both the high- 
est-yielding stock (begin iiaJ) and 
(end iial) the lowest-priced. 
Otherwise, simply buy the four 
lowest-priced stocks. 

I have never been fond of the 
low.priccd formulas since I can’t 
see a good rationale for them. 

Still, the high returns arc undeni- 
able. Last month, Ann Coleman 
of the Motley Fool analyzed s-ari- 
ous Dow systems over the post 25 
years, Against a benchmark of 
the full Dow's annual average 
return of 13.6 percent, she found 
that the Dogs remmed 17.4 per- 
cent, the Dow Five returned 19.4 
percent, the original Foolish p 
Four returned 23.2 percent and 
the new, lower-risk Foolish Four 
returned 21.9 percent. 

So far this year, none of tha 
systems is beating the S&P, and 
only the Dow Five and the ongi- 
-) nol Foolish Four arc beating the 
full Dow.

Applied Materi.tls is hardly 
•done. U.S. companies .innounced 
in October plans to cut 91.S00 
jobs, the most in nearly, tliree 
ye.irs. In the first .10 months of 
this ve.ir, job cuts totaled 
523. OOO. nearly all of them 
domestic. 

That’s 200.000 more than the 
mimber of jobs eliminated in the 
s.ime period last year, according 
to Challenger. Cray A- Christmas, 
a Chicago outpl.icemeni firm that 
tracks job cuts. 

The Cliallenger mnnbers shmv 
that downsj/ing cunt iiuies 
unab.tted even ihiiugli the unem- 
ployment rate has remained less 
tlun 5 pc-rcent for 16 cnnsvaitive 
months. 

If the economy remains rolnisi,

Fur many corporations, down-

‘■Because of pressures from 
Wall Street, companies are pay-

"Companies are being asked to 
produce not just gmid profits hut 
extraordinary profits." 

Like at Applied Materials, 
which — two weeks before the

Tile latest firings confirm 
wliat "workers already know: 
that iliere is little long-tcnn job

your control," said Peter 
Cappelli, head of the manage- 
ineiii program at the University 
of Pennsylvania's Wharton 
School.

Twobirds inherited his grandfa' 
thcr's sacred medicine bundle 
and pipes, prompting him to give 
up what he considered ti succes.v 
ful business to "do the spirit's 
work and wlitii I was irainetl for 
all of those years." 

That training coiisi.sted of 
teaching otlicrs to “carry pipe” — 
that is, perform the rituals associ- 
ated with the medicine pipe cen- 
tral to Native American culture. 
He also teaches survival skills 
pd various ceremonies — includ- 
ing the purifying rituals associat- 
ed with the sweat or medicine 
lodge and the spiritual odyssey 
known os the vision quest. 

■Twobirds’ mission to spread the 
way has taken him around the 
world, where he is building medi- 
cine circles, or followers, in 
England, Australia, New Zealand, 
Africa and Canada.

The fourth cycle is soon t<i 
end, he s.iys, adding that the fiftii 
and final cycle should hegin 
around 2001. 

Tliese prophecies arc based on 
the Mayan calendar, whose pro- 
{xments Itclicve is 2 million years 
old. The Mayan calendar ahniptly 
ends on December 23, 2012, 
Twohirds says, following what 
prophecies indicate will he an 
unprecedented barrage of natunil 
cainstro])hes. 

Once the Earth is scrubbed 
clean, he says, an eni of lawlc.s.s- 
ness will follow, in which some 
people may survive but under 
extremely primitive conditions. 
Therefore, he also advocates 
learning lo Ixt self-sufficient, and 
memiters will be lauglii to grow 
and prepare their own food, tan 
hides, hunt, track and various 
alternative fonns of medicine.

Cigarette factory puffs economic life into tribe 


Omahas convert 
gambling hall into 
bustling factory 

MACY, Neb. (AF) — On an 
American Indian reservation 
where bingo, health clubs and 
casinos have failed to ease the 
burden of poverty, cigarettes 
may be the dubious blcs.sing tluii 
keeps the tribe afloat. 

The Omaha Tribe has convert- 
ed a 2,000-scat tribal Imll into a 
factory humming with machines 
that roll North Carolina tobacco 
with paper and filters and stuff 
the cigarettes into packs, canons 
and finally cases. 

"Tlie idea was to make soiqe 
money and to creute a few jobs," 
.said Elmer Blackbird. Omaha 
tribal chairman. 

The Omaha need both. 

Unemployment among (he 
3,200 or SI) Omaha who-live on 
the northeast Nebraska -resen'a- 
tion exceeds 70 percent. 

Gambling profits a boon for so 
many other tribes, liavc eluded 
(he Omaha. The tribe opened a 
casino several years ago in 
Onawa, loiva, but when the state 
legalized riverboai gambling, the 
tribe's remote gaming location 
lo.st 75 {tcrcent uf its take. 

Finally, thu tribe settled on 


-mcmliol, full flavor, light and 
ultraliglit Omalias. 

"We’re thinking alMiut buying 
some more e<|ui|>mcnt so we can 
make lOOs,” said Franklin Dick, 
general manager of the only trii>- 
ally owned cigarette factory in 
(be country. Tlie longer-style dg- 
arctics Dick said, are in demand 
by ihe bargain liuniers the 
Omaha brand is after. 

"People tell us ihai if we can 
just make 100s, business will 
really take off." Dick said. 

So far, the Omaha Nation 
Tobacco Co. plant ivochtces more 
than 40,000 canons a week —'far 
short of even 1 percent of (he 
domestic cigarette market. But 
that is basiness enough to employ 
14 workers — a dozen Omahas 
and (wo nontrihal technicians. 
More Ulan 200 other memltcrs of 
the tribe ha\x* applied Tor jobs. 

Most of die cigarettes sold tire 


subject to state taxes. But the 
tribe prices its smokes low — at 
roughly half what major brands 
sell fur — and has tapped tribal 
.stores tbat sell cigarette.s at mad- 
side shops nationwide. 

If the Omaha tribe could man- 
age to command a full 1 percent 
of the dgarette market, a federal 
"buy Indian" law would require 
the cigarettes to be carried at 
every American military outpost. 

“We couldn't handle that vol- 


ume yet," said Dick. "But down 
the road that would mean quite a 
few jobs." 

On the Omaha reservation the 
cigaruiies sell for 80 cem.s a pack. 
On the Cheyenne reservation in 
Oklahoma a canon of 10 packs 
sells for S7..50. 

“We ship them everywhere, 
from Long Island to Washington 
state," stdil Dick. "They’re really 
catching on at other reserva- 
tions."

Partner opens one diamond, and I 
respond one spade with 
A K-10 9-8-C S-3. V A-K-7-2, ♦ — . 
* 8-4. With both sides vulnerable, 
he rebids two diamonds. What is 
my correct choice of rebids?

ANSWER: A forcing bid of two 
hearts is a pos.sibility. but it ' 
doesn't rate to be productive. 
Even if partner has four hearts, a 
spade contract may be more man- 
ageable. 1 would choose a non- 
forcing jump rebid of three spades 
Jjecause it's highly probable your 
diamond void may be a duplica- 
tion of values. 

Dear Mr. Wolff: 

Wlien partner opens a 15-17 HCP 
one no-trump, should 1 invite 
game with eight scattered HCP 
and 4-3-3-3 distribution?

ANSWER: No. It is a losing 
proposition. Even if partner has a 
maximum 17 HCP. your side will 
have only 25 HCP with (presum- 
ably) no long suit to develop. 
Change your distribution to in- 
clude a decent five-card suit, and 
your hand may be worth an invita- 
tion.

I open one club, and partner re- 
sponds one spade. J raise to two 
spades, and he jumps to three no- 
trump. If I hold four small spades, 
must 1 correct to four spades?

ANSWER: Most- authorities 
agree that the 4-4 major-suit fit 
should produce a safer game con- 
tract than three no-trump. Unless 
your raise to two spades guaran- 
teed four-card support, a correc- 
tion to four spades should be best.

What to do when 


your kids start to lie 


• Modul henusty. Lying comos easy. 
Even for parcni.-?. A survey of 1,000 par- 
em.s reported in the book, "The Day 
America Told the Truth,” found that 91 
percent lie routinely, and 59 percent 
admitted lying regularly to their kids. 

Children learn that dishonesty is 
ncccpiabic tluxtugli their parents' exam- 
ple. A creditor calls and you say your 
husband is not humc a.s he sits diaimel- 
surfing in Ills rccliner. You gluat that the 
drive-through cashier overpaid you a 
couple of bucks. 

• Show oppreciation for honesty. Say 
your child confe.s.ses to smearing choco- 
late on your vanilla .sofa. It may be natur- 
al to bc'come incensed, but ranting dis- 
courages diildrcn from ever again daim- 
ing responsibility. 

Farcni.s need to control their emotions 
and treat incidents in a businesslike 
manner. Squelch your anger and 
applaud the child’s honc.sty. Of course, 
confession doesn't atisolve him of appro- 
priate consequences. Explain the need 
for consequences, and follow through. 
For instance, you miglit have the child 
give the sofa a gikKl .scrab. 

• Tether your child (o the real world. 
Wlien your diiid spins u compelling yam 
alMut flying elephants buzzing his tree 
foh, listen and enjoy the tale. Do not say 
anything punishing or Imniilinting, but 
show him that you know he is merely 
flexing his creative muscle. A simple 
statement, like “Son, you .sure can tell 
some tlirilling stories,” should suffice. 

• Help your child make the connec- 
tion between liis words and reality.

Suppose your child tries to avoid nap- 
time with this coniemion: “Mom, 1 can’t 
go t«» sleep. I’ve got to stay awike in case 
Godzilla sneaks into my bedroom.” 
Administer .1 mild dose of reality: 
“Godzilla is too big to sneak into your 
bedroom, honey.”Say your toddler 
swears she saw a biig as big as a minivan 
on the wall. Gently lead her to see how 
big the bug really was. You miglu say: 
“It seemed to l>c about Uiat long to you. 
didn't it?” Leaps of f.incy at this age arc 
a minor point, one which parents can 
afford tv be tolerant. 

■ Avoid forcing toddlers into spots 
where they must lie or lose self-esteem. 
When you find yourself in the kitchen 
with a shattered cookie Jar and a crumb- 
faced child, the knee-jerk reaction is to 
say, “Were you trying to get some cook- 
ies?” 

• Make it easy for your toddler to 
level. Hurling accusations encourages 
lies. Worse, shouting matches and 
tantrums can result. Try leading state- 
ments. Say something like, “Well, the 
Barney cookie jar is b^cn. Something 
liappencd to iL I wonder hovy it got like 
chat.” You are much more likely to snag 
a confcs.sion tiiis way.

grams that truly fit with today’s 
work-life environment." 

Many companies are attempt- 
ing to do just that. Morris said 
she took advantage of flexible 
scheduling at her workplace, 
Allied Signal, and worked four- 
day wc-eks for several years. She 
and her husband, attorney Dave 
Holt, have three girls, witli

Like many couples, Morris and 
Holt share parenting responsibili- 
ties.

Tile institute, a nonpnifii orga- 
nizaliim studying the changing 
nature of work and family 
also says that the number of 
working parenl.s with young cliil- 
dren rc]xirting “significani work- 
family ccinflici.s" has more than 
doubled, from about 15,000 in 
1992 to nearly 35,000 in 1997.

Researchers at the College 
Board, which administers the 
S.\T, compared the second-time 
test a-sulu of 4200 students witli 
their previous scores on either 
the S.\T or PSAT, the precursor 
to the SAT. 

Each SAT section has a maxi- 
mum 'score of 800, Tile coaching 
benefit averaged 18 point.s on tlie 
nuth section and eight poitiLs on 
the verbal section. Tiiat is well 
within ihe'SAT's 30-point stan- 
dard error of measurement, the 
extent to which a test-taker's 
score i.s e.xpected to vary on any 
given day from his or her "true 
score." .More than one third of 
students did not improve their 
verbal scores at aU after coacliing. 

The country’.s two biggest 
providers of commercial SA T 
utsmicrion — Kaplan Educ.itional 


Centers, which is owned hy The 
Washington Post Co., and 
Princeton Review — each coach 
alxnit 35,000 students for the SAT 
annually. Representatives from 
both companies criticized the 
report Tuesday, saying the 
College Board has an Inherent 
interest in promoting the idea that 
coaching cannot improve scores, 

"1 think it's a higlily self-sen-ing 
study designed to addres.s a S{x.-cif- 
ic marketing need the board has, 
which is to assure the academic 
community chat the SAT is safe 
and reliable.” .said Andrew Rosen, 
Ktiplan's diief ojxirating officer. 

Rosen s.aid the SAT i.s a lest of 
learned skills, which can he 
imiglu. “It tests the l^thagorean 
Theorem," Rosen said. “People 
are not Ixmi with the knowledge 
of the Pythagorean Theorem. If 
you take our das.s you'll learn the 
Pythagorean Theorem, or if 


you've learned it already we'll 
refresh your memory," 

Ovemll, 16 {Hircenl of coached 
students improved 100 or more 
points on math, and 12 percent 
improved that much on verbal. 
Eight percent of imcoached stu- 
dents showed similar increases. 
However, 28 percent of students 
in matii and 36 percent in vcrlxil 
got the same or worse scores after 
Ixiing coached, 

Wayne Camara of the College 
Board stiid that the coacliing does 
have some effect, hut that the 
courses typically include 40 hours 
of classroom lastruction and only 
result in the avunige student get- 
ting four additional questions 
riglit, out of a total of 138.

"There is no shame" anymore, 
says Jwja !*ro\er. an anthropolo- 
gist in the Unis'crsiiy of 
Cilifomb.

It’s hard to measure the ero- 
sion. “l*ropensity to break oaths" 
has ncs er been included as a US.
